We Must Stir Ourselves to 
Aggressive Work, 


Must be a Magazine of Power Back 


It is not my intention to 
write about literal fire and 
literal heat more than to use 
as a comparison, but this 


seems to be the nearest way | 


to express the theme that is 
resting heavily uponmy heart 
at this time. Itis true that 
the more fire there is, the 
more heat there will be. It 
is said that when the city of 
Moscow was burning the 
Czar of Russia moved out 
about twenty miles from the 
city for safety, and the heat 
was so intense that he could 
not bear his fingers against 
the window glass. 


For years we have been 
heralding messages treating 
of salvation, sanctification, 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
with the other tongues as the 
evidence, divine healing, the 
gifts of the Spirit, the signs 
And we do 
not intend to draw back, nor 
modify these blessed themes, 
but rather intensify them if 
possible when occasion re- 
quires. But at this time I 
wish to call attention to the 
need of intensifying our ex- 
perience and making our ef- 
torts to save the lost more 
vhement. 


Our sins are forgiven and 
we are children of God, we 
have been truly sanctified by 
the blood of Christ, and have 
been baptized with the Holy 
Ghost assured of this fact by 
having spoken’ with other 
tongues as the Spirit gave ut- 
terance, our bodies have been 
healed by the mighty power 


-/ of God, and we are still ready 


to testify of what God has 
done, and give Him the glory 
‘for it all. But there are rea- 
sons why our experience 
should be intensified and 
‘heightened. 


There are certain kinds of 


timber that are unfit for build- 
ing purposes because it is too 


porous. Wesay it 1s “course 
grained.” It cannot be pol- 
ished so it will look well. 
The finer the grain the high- 


.. er finish can be put upon it. 


I have seen blocks of wood 
that had been put in asevere

just how much that certain 
kind of wood would bear. 
Then they have away of heat-

“| fect of heat from wood, coal 
or coke, you put it close to- 


Now to get the greatest ef- 


gether. You can havea lit- 
tle blaze scattered about here 
and there and the heat will 
scarcely be noticed. But 
you put all the material and 
little blazes to gether and you 
have a great flame of intense 
heat. Now notice the com- 
parison. If you have your 
little blazes scattered about, 
one over there today, another 
over there next week, anoth- 
er over there in next month 





of wood and then pressing it 
to make it more useful for 
certain work. 


There 1s also a_ difference 
in stone. Some stone is por- 
ous and shelly and will not 
bear up much weight while 
other kinds of stone, like the 
marble, is fine graiued, cap- 
able of being highiy polished 
as well as bearing up almost 
any amount of weight. But 
men will not trust the very 
best appearing stones in the 
foundation of the “‘sky scrap- 
er” buildings without first 
putting them in a great pres- 
sure to test them. The dia- 
mond is still more dense and 
finer in its make up. This is 
the cause for the expression, 
“sparkle like a diamond.” 
The diamond isso hard and 
fine grained that it reflects all 
the rays of light that fall up- 
On it. 


Again, back to our fire, and 
heat. The more fire and the 
more dense it is, the more 
heat will radiate from it, and 
the further away it will be 
felt. Thus we can say, more 
fire and more heat. It is of- 
ten said that coal makes a 
hotter fire than wood, and 
coke makes a hotter fire than 
coal. We might say that 
coke is coal refined. And 
geologists sometimes tell us 
that coal is wood refined rath- 
er on the same principle. 


Now I am going to ask a 
question: Does it not seem 
that there are what we might 
term ‘‘wood” Christians, and 
“coal” Christians, and “coke” 
Christian? Does it not seem 
like there are ‘‘porous rock” 
Christians, and “marble” 
Christians, and “diamond” 
Christians? Then if this be 
true, and you know that the 
comparison is not overdrawn, 
is it not time for some refine- 
ment? Eventhough a dia- 
mond is a diamond when it 1s 
taken out of the ground, yet 
to get the greatest amount ot 
“sparkling” from its surface it 
must be polished. 





etc. Where will be the heat? 
But suppose you put all those 
spells of blazing up to one 
time, and have one continual 
big blaze, you can see very 
clear that you can radiate 
more spiritual heat. 


The person that takesspells 
of blazing as described above 
needssomerefinement. They 
need their experience con- 
densed. They are porous 
and not capable of bearing 


together and then put on the 
pressure, or compact them to- 
gether you will soon have a 
heap of sand that will give 
down undertheslightest pres- 
sure. Soin order for the 
members to be compacted 
they will first have to have 
the dross or porousness taken 
out of them before they can 
stand the pressure that will 
be required to make them 
compacted. 

We have had the joining 
and we have tried to be fitly 
joined together, but it is now 
time to be compacted. It is 
now time to be made _flinty, 
dense, and have the exper- 
ience we already have in- 
tensified, so there will be no 
yielding. So there will be no 
smashing when the weight 
comes on above. There has 
been some smashing already. 
Some who have been joined 
were not fit for use, and 
could not stand the pressure, 
and they have been elimin- 





much weight neither are they 
susceptible to a high state of 
polishing. Ido not say they! 
are not sanctified. They, no 
doubt, have the Holy Ghost, 

and are living good humble 

lives, but they do not send 

forth the sparkling rays of 
light and heat. They need 

their experience intensified. 

They need the dross burned 

out and the materiel that is 
blazing a little cccasionally 

broughtclosertogether. Then 
the blaze would not only ra- 
diate incessantly, dut itwould 

extend out agreater distance. 

It would produce a far great- 

er and broader effect. 

Now let us see if there are 
any Scriptures to corroborate 
this analogy.The first we will 
notice is Jas. 4:6. “He give- 
th more grace.” Thereisthe 
grace and then the more grace, 
or grace intensified. The 
next one is 2 Cor. 9:14, “Ex- 
ceeding graceof Godinyou.” 
The next, Eph. 2:7, “That in 
the ages to come he might 
show the exceeding riches of 
his grace.” The next 2Tim. 
1:6, “Stir up the gift of God, 
which is in thee.” That is 
like stirring up the fire that 1s 
already burning that it may 
burn better and be hotter. 
The next, John 15:2, “Every 
branch that beareth fruit, he 
purgeth it, thatit may bring 
forth more fruit.” The next 
and last at present is Eph. 4- 
16, “The whole body fitly 
joined together and compact- 
ed.” This has reference . to 


the whole church, but if you 





put a heap of porous stones 


ated from the building alto- 
gether. They were too por- 
ous, too shelly, too brittle, 
not compact, not capable of 
bearing the weight nor able 
to stand the polishing process, 

The above described ex- 
perience is neccesary that 
we may have more spiritual 
fire and send forth more heat. 
We must stir ourselves to 
more aggresive work and 
make our work more effec- 
tive, and the above defined 
expericnce is essential to ac- 
complish this. There must 
be a magazine of power back 
of our efforts. Get this more 
intensified, more compact, 
more refined and polished ex- 
perience and we will be able 
to accomplish more. The 
latent power must be brought 
into use, but it will never be 
done as long as we smoke 
like a coke oven, or blaze 
out occasionally and then die 
away, or crack when the 
pressure is put on, or have so 
little heat that no body can 
fe elit. 

There is a demand for 
more effective and far-reach- 
ing work all a long the line. 
The people are coming this 
way. The church is grow- 
ing in number and the work 
looks prosperous, but we 
need more of this “‘compact- 
ed” experience so the results 
will be greater. We need to 
be so fiery and heated that 
| we can make our work more 
aggresive, and do the same 
amount we have been doing 
in a shorter space of time. 
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“sparkle like the diamond” 
in reflecting the life of Jesus 
and His glorious power to 
this lost world. 

We may be more respon- 
sible than we realize. We 
must stir ourselvesand besure 
we are intensified that there 
will be that great magazine of 
power back of all our efforts.
